A Holiday at Last 

On June 1, 1954, President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower _ pro- 
claimed November 11 to be a na- 
tional holiday: “to honor veter- 
ans on the eleventh day of No- 
vember of each year ....A day 
dedicated to world peace.” 

The largest ceremony honoring 
veterans is held in the amphi- 
theater at the Tomb of the Un- 
knowns in Arlington National 
Cemetery, Washington, D.C. 

On November 11, 1918, the ar- 
mistice was signed ending World 
War I. The following year Pres- 
ident Woodrow ‘Wilson _ pro- 
claimed November 11 as Armis- 
tice Day, commemorating the end 
of the war. It was celebrated as 
Armistice Day until 1954.
